‘You said that “‘we cannot af- 
ford to pass up anything which 
might help the local economy.” 
The people of Jackson County 
recently rallied together to 
prevent another industry from 
locating in our county due to the 
criminal element which would 
be attracted. I’m speaking of the 
horseracing tracks. 

Should we now support an 
industry -which will import and 
house 500-750 known criminals in 
our county? No, Mr. Editor, we 
-do not need such an industry nor 

’ ean we afford it in terms of the 
adverse effect it will have on our 
community and county. 

‘I attended that public hearing 


and there were many other ob- 


jections to the facility which do 
“twash.” Some of these included 
depreciation to the value of our 
property, safety of our families, 
the broken promises concerning 
the original proposed use of the 
land as a recreation area for all

populated residential area, and 
the possible tax burden on the 
county to supply water and 
sewage to the facility.

Is it 
possible that the criminals 
housed in such a facility would 
like our area enough to become 
residents after serving their 
term? What assurances do we 
have that the stated prison 
population will be maintained 
when all other such institutions 
are overcrowded? What will 
prevent the early release of 
prisoners in our county due to 
overcrowding? What will pre- 
vent the future conversion of the 
prison to a maximum security 
prison if the DOC feels it is 
needed? - 

Mr. Editor, I certainly don’t 
want that facility in my im- 
mediate neighborhood, but I 
don’t believe that the people of 
Jackson County are that de- 
sperate to boost the economy. I 
urge all concerned citizens to 
contact their supervisor as well 
as their legislators to prevent 
this facility from locating in our 
county.
